The Act approved March 2, 18S9, inat- 


ing appropriation for the sundry civil ex- 
penses of Ihe Government for tha fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1330, makes an ap- 
propriation uf $250,000 for the same pur- 
pose. 
In conformity with tbo provisions of tno 


above Acts, tbe Director of the Geological 
Snivey has notified tho Secretary of the 
Interior of the selection of sites for reser- 
voir purposes, situated in the following 
Statei and Territories:

An important feature of tho control in 


the arid regions over the -water supply was 
illustrated by a roeent event which threat- 
ened serious difficulty between the people 
of Utah and Idaho Territories. 


Bear river hits its sourca in UUb find 


runs northward Into Idaho, whero it forms 
Bear lake, and miking a long circuit runs 
south and enters ng*in the Ti rritory of 
Utah. 
While the Idaho Cojstitational 


Convention wcs in session it was stated by 
that body that certain partios wore endeav- 
oring in Idaho to divert the waters of the 
river from its channel for nseinUtah. Th» 
Secretary, upon Iho application made to 
him for relief, called attention to the law 
of October 2, 1888, and this seemed to 
satisfy tbe demands of tho case 


But it ia apparent that in those States 


and Territories where irrigation must be re- 
sorloJ to and whtra tho enico stream runs 
through different States or different Terri- 
tories, unless sorno control is kept by the 
National Government, tho streams may be 
exhausted or greatly depleted by those 
nearest its sou'ce, ami tbat those bolow, 
who have already mu^o every preparation 
and calculation dependent on the patt'cu- 
lar water supply, may ba brought to great 
loss, 
if 
not "destitution. 
Illustrations 


readily presented tbciinelvos in many dif- 
ferent piirts of tho arid region and the im- 
portance of the result is otisily seen. Im- 
portant as the subject is nnd involving the 
welfaro of whole communities, it ia felt un- 
necessary to do nioro than call attention to 
it to have it fully understood. 


It was not until this tbreatened trouble 


betweou Idaho aud Utah that the law ot 
October '2, 1SSS, wa.x, by tbe reply of the 
Stcret-uy, brought fully before the coun- 


try. 
ImmadinteJy many communications 


so much wjre received expressing alarm at the fact 
And tbe 
ln(lt title could not ha acquired iu BO vast 
a region as nasreSfrved by the Act, and 
no clcubt millions of dollars have already 
be-jn :oves'el both in improvements on 
Umds of this description and ditches for 
their irrigation. 


Toe pteseut statute should be supple- 


mented by some gontral law, with such 
other provisions as will meet the different 
difficulties tpt to arisa from any National 
?ytt-m of irrigation intended. 


Tin general subject of iirigation will no 


doubt be fully discussed by the Director of 
tho Geological Survey in his special report 
required by law t:, be presented by him to 
Congress. But I deem it my duty to 
recommend tbat the attention of Congress 
be 
invited 
to 
the 
necessity 
of de- 


termining at the present session whether it 
will establish permanently the reservation 
of all the irrigable arid region; and, if so, 
what general laws it may deem best 
adapted to regulate the supply and use of 
water under Government control. 
Aot'OD, 


it is recommended, should be taken with- 
out delay; aud tbe system, if proaeontecl 
by the National Government, should be 
b'abfd on comprehensive, liberal and prac- 
tical provisions.

The exist, 
enoe of BO large an actual aud anticipated 
surplus should have the immediate atten- 
tion of Congress, with a view of reducing 
tbe receipts of the Treasury to tha needs of 
the Government as closely as may be. The 
collection ot moneys not needed for public 
expenses imposes fin unnecessary burden 
on'onr people, and the presence of BO large 
a surplus in the public vaults is a disturb- 
ing element in the conduct of State busi- 
ness. It has called into use expedients for 
putting it into circulation of very question- 
able propriety. We should not collect rev- 
enno for tho purpose of anticipating our 
bonds, beyond the requirements of the 
sinking fund. 
The loaning of the pnbliu 


funds to the banks without interest upon 
the security of Government bonds I regard 
as an 
ffKAUTHORIZED AND DANOEBOUS EXPEDIENT, 


It is not to be expected that the banks 


having deposits will sell their bondd to the 
Treasury so long as ths present highly 
beneficial arrangement is continued. They 
now practically get interest both upon the 
bonds and their proceeds. No further use 
should be made o.' this method of gelling 
tho surplus into circulation, acd tha de- 
posits now outstanding should be gradually 
withdrawn and applied to the purchase of 
bonds. 


I recommend a revision of our tariff laws 


both in their administrative features and 
in the schedules. Uniformity of valuation 
at nil onr ports is essential, ond the most 
effective measures should be taken to se- 
cure it.

When 
tbe lake was high, as it generally was 
while the dam existol, cloudLvrs's nnd 
heavy shawerj were of frequent occur- 
rence in the mountaics along the Humboldt 
valley, bnt since the lake dried up there 
has not been a heavy shower of rnin m the 
HumbolJt valley or the tcountaics which 
skirt it west of Beo»*we, and some men 
of more than ordinary intelligence express 
the opinion that the Humboldt lake is a 
thing of the past. A wet Winter w.th 
plenty of snow at the head of the Hum- 
boldt will prove the fallacy of that opinion 
When the lake does fill up ngiin, however, 
it might be well for Big Meadows r^nchtrs 
to have the dam at the outlet rebuilt and 
keep all tLe water possible in the valley.

IT SHELTERED WASHINGTON- 


A House at By* Where the President 


Slept One Hundred Tears Afn. 


There fa a house standing on the post road, 


In the village of Rye, that is an object of 
special interest. 
It sheltered President 


Washington 100 years ago. On Oct. 15,1789, 
Washington left New York In hi« coach, 
drawn by four fine horses, accompanied by 
his private and official secretaries. It woa 
the beginning of that journey to New Eng- 
land which the President desired should be 
unostentatious, but which the people of all 
ranks made an occasion for the expression of 
the love and reverence they deeply felt He 
arrived in the village of Rye, a distance of 
twenty-six miles from New York, in the latter 
part of the day, and found rest for the night 
at the inn kept at that time by Mrs. Havj- 
land, a name not uncommon in the neighbor- 
hoed to-day. This is the note in Washing- 
ton's journal, written at the evening hour: 


"Thursday, Oct. 15, 1789.—After dinner, 


through frequent light showers, we proceeded 
to the tavern of a Mrs. Haviland, at Rye, 
who keeps a very neat and decent inn." 


This is Ms entry concerning the road and 


the impression made upon him by the coun- 
try: 


"The road for the greater part—indeed, the 


whole way—was very roufrh and stony, but 
the land strong, well covered with grass and 
a luxuriant crop of Indian corn. The farms 
are very close together, and separated, as 
one mclosure also is from another, by fences 
of stono, which are indeed easily made, as 
the country is immensely stony. After pass- 
ing Horsencck, six miles distant (east) from 
Rye, the road is hilly and immensely stony, 
nnd trying to wheels and carriages." 


On his return, -while spending the night 


again at Mrs. Haviland's, Washington writes 
in his journal: 


"The badness of theseroadsbavlng been de- 


scribed as I went, I shall say nothing of them 
now." 


How different would be his comments 


could he ride over tho same road today, 
which has been macadamized so beautifully. 


A few vfords about this quiet village may 


be of interest to more than local readers. As 
one is carried by on the swift trains of the N. 
Y. and N. H. R. R. he is not even aware that 
he is passing through a village; much less 
fiat it Is a village whose history is of more 
tu.in ordinary interest. Ib lies orjy about 
two miles from the boundary separating the 
states of Now York and Connecticut. Tbe 
shore of the Sound, lying not more than a 
mile from tho center of the village, was a fa- 
vorite resort of the Indians, who made an 
annual encampment or visit long after the 
settlement of the village. 


Evidences that the locality of Rye Beach 


was once inhabited by many Indians abound. 
Warlike and domestic implements have fre- 
quently been unearthed; skeletons of In- 
dians have been found in various excava- 
tions; TI bile tradition affords many accounts 
of their presence and habits. But the prox- 
imity of Rye to the state boundary line and 
to tho shore of tho Sound rendered thesection 
debatable gi ound, armies and ships being the 
arguments employed in turn by tho Dutch, 
the British and the Americans. During the 
revolution it lay between the outposts of the 
opposing forces. Hasty and cruel incursions 
were frequent, so that at tha close of the war 
the desolated homes and the poverty of the 
people presented a pitiable sight. Need we 
wonder, then, that the journey of the Great 
Deliverer was made the occasion for even the 
most extravagant expressions of gratitude 
and reverence? 


While neighboring villages and towns have 


been transformed beyond the recognition of 
returning inhabitants of former years, Rye 
lias remained a conservative village. It has 
been improved by tho erection of beautiful 
residences, by the laying out of attractive 
grounds, and by the building of excellent 
roads.

the visits of Washington, we have more than 
fulfilled our intention. Let not one of these 
old landmarks bo forgotten.
